Development of Minor Fill and Cut- 
ting Away of Nob Hill Give Town 
a Much Different Look+Filling of 
Submerged Land Makes Sites for 
Warehouses. 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 6—Harbor im- 
provements are making notable alter- 
ations in the appearance of the water- 
front.

Minor fill and cutting down of Nob 
Hill. Although these two projects are 
more than a mile apart at. extreme 
ends of the_business section the one 
is an accompaniment of the other. 

It is semi-officially announced that a 
big steam shovel will soon begin ecat- 
ing its way into the hjll on the prop- 
erty of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company and loading the dirt on to 
trains of dump cars to be hauled to 
the outer harbor where theré are 173 
acres on the Minor fill that will be 
made into sites for warehouses and 
terminals. Already the train of cars 
and an engine are on the ground ready 
for the work. The dirt will be hauled 
over on the Pacifie Electric tracka, 
which have lately been extended out 
over the submerged land to be fil 
over a trestle. 

While the filling of submerged land is 
the making of sites for warehouses in 
the ovter harbor the removal of dirt 
from the hill will make available acres 
of land on the inner harbor for other 


commercial enterprises requiring ac-. 


cess to the water front. Tle property 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Cem- 
ny comprises about thirty acres. 
ost of this is level land at the en- 
trance to Happy Valley,” there being 
but four or five acres covered by the 
north end of Nob Hill.

mental principle that the attacks of recalci- 
trant Republicans and Democrats in the open 
are most frequently made and with the great- 
est violence. 

We see very clearly that those who are not 
of the Republican party are in this conspiracy 
and are drawing into it as aids all the Repub- 
licans they can reach, not for principle’s sake, 
not for the of the coyntry, not for the 
good of their’ own y.

EW YORK RBVENUES. 

The new municipal govern in New York 
will have money enough to handlt to make the 
fingers of dishonest politicians twitch with ambition. 
The revenue of New York proper for next year 
will amount to $153,686,356, an increase over last 
year of $9,233,783. If we add to this income from 
New York that of New York county, considerably 
over $3,000,000; of King’s county, over $1,660,000; 
of Queen's, over $356,000; Richmond, over $113,000, 
and the estimated deficiency of $4,000,000, we have 
a total income for Greater New York of $163,049,- 
450. The increase ever last year for _the whole of 
Greater ‘New York amounts to over $10,580,000. 

In New York proper the interest on the city’s 
debt calls for over $32,000,000, the redemption fund 
for over $7,000,000, installments payable over 
$7,000,000. The police department calls for over 
$15,000,000 and public education for more than $28,- 
500,000. For charitable institutions the city pro- 
poses to spend $4,724,252. j 

In submitting the budget for New York the héads 
of departments made demands that totaled more 
than $179,500,000, but these were cut down by a 
little more than $16,500,000. ‘

DEFECT IN LAW. 
ALLEGED BY ATTORNEY. 

Whether it is proper under the laws 
of California to make the public treas- 
ury responsible for costs necessary in 
the defense of an indigent prisoner 
Was asked Judge Davis yesterday. 

The question arose when the trial 
of Albert Ryan, labor-union organizer, 
for the cold-blooded killing of Otto Mil- 
ler at the United Statea Hotel, Juiy 16, 
was set for hearing, kember 6.

TIDE-LAND CASES. 
SUBMITTED TO COURT. 
The various cases involving title to 
about 12,000 acres of what Is known as 
tide lands at San Pedro and Wiiming« 
ton, were closed yesterday in Judge 
Bordwell’'s court, with the argument 
of U. 8. Webb, Attorney-General of 
California. The matter was taken un- 
cer advisement, and it is quite uncer- 
tain when a decision will be ready. The 
court has a number of other important 
matters demanding attention, and the 
consideration of the tide-lands litiga- 
tion may be postponed unti] later on. 
The Attorney-General argued that 
the statute under which the tide land 
patents were granted to certain pri- 
vate interesfs were admittedly of 
doubtful construction. He declared 
that a settled policy in the matter of 
State tide lands is to be determined by 
the outcome of these cases, and that 
if the policy advocated by the defend- 
ants was to prevall every acre of tide 
lands along the one thousand miles 
of California coast would soon pass 
into the ownership of private individ. 
uals. He denied that twenty years of 
undisputed possession, and the ex- 
penditure of large amounts of money 
for the improvement of these lands. 
should, under the law, operate as a 
title to the property in dispute. The 
statute of limitation did not run iff the 
patents are void. The mutations of 
time have not ripened into title.

impunity. The only effort made to- 
ward its defense hds been the ad- 
vocacy of fortifying Point Fermin at 
the entrance of San Pedro Harbor. 
This proposal but demonstrates that 
to which we have already cailed at- 
tention, the prevailing ignorance con- 


, | cerni modern warfare. 


Fortifications for the entrance of 
San Pedro Harbor possess no intrinsic 
or relative wumportance as regards the 
defense of Los Angeles. Th belong, 
not to the land defenses of this region, 
but to the naval, and their erection 
presupposes the presence of an active 
fleet in these waters. San Pedro may 
be made a naval base, but beyond thar 
It possesses no defensive vaive what- 
soever. The purposes of such fortif- 
cations are specific; the defense of the 
harbor itself, or a fleet based upon it. 
The sphere of actual defense belonging 
to such fortifications is determin by 
a semi-circle, the radii of which are 
the effective range of their guns. 
Modern harbor fortifications are not 
self-defensive. Their protection de- 
pends upon either a ‘eet of sufficient 
strength to prevent the transportation 
and landing of the enemy's forces, or 
mobile armies able to prevent the 
enemy from oye: a foothold on any 
portion of the’ coast, whether adja- 
cent to or distant from the fortifica- 
tions to be attacke.. 
We have already shown the impos- 
sibility of naval defense for.the Pa- 
cifie Coast whenever the American 
havy is In the Atlantic prior to the 
beginning of hostilities, or whenever 
the American fleets in the Pacific are 
inferior to the entire Ja se navy. 
fortification of San ro presup- 
poses a na many times larger than 
at present, the size of the fleets in the 
Pacific and their efficiency for war 
servicé being determined by the extent 
of the Japanese naval deve ent. 
Fortifications at San Pedro, withovt a 
fleet relatively as strong as that of 
the enemy, are useless. As Los An- 
geles is the objective point, landings 
will be made upon the closest avaii- 
able seaboard. And in a military 
sense San Pedro is twice as far from 
Los Angeles as Santa Monica Bay. 
This harbor, moreover, is so contract- 
ed that the danger of submarine mines 
and torpedoes would, under al! circum- 
stances, prohibit its utilization by the 
Japanese until the harbor itself and 
the surrounding country passed into 
their control. Santa Monica Bay, on 
the other hand, gives a free seaboard 
of over twenty miles in extent—adja- 
cent to the environs of Los A les. 
So |} as thie city forms the ob- 
jective of invading armies their forces 
will pot. under any circumstances, 
land within twenty miles of San Pearu 
Harbor, and the forts at that point 
must, regardiess of their strength, 
capitulate whenever Los Angeles 
seized. To hold these proposed for- 
tifications s@ainst land attack would 
require as great &n army as might, 
in the beginning, delay the invasion 
of Southern California. Once an en- 
emy gains the shores of Santa Monica 
Bay, San Pedro Must, owing to the 
peculiar topographical features of the 
peninsula, either fall to an inferior force 
or be defended & Continuous front 
of a number of miles.

same manner and within three months 
after hostilities have been begun 
other armies will land upon the sea- 
boerd of Southern California. 

The question that now rises natural- 
et te of the reader is, 

hat will the United States be doing 
during these three months? Instantly 
the mind is crowded, not alone with 
the gpeculations of victory, but with 
the vague grandeur of a nation’s hop. 
The Old Lamp is rubbed and vast 
armies are suddenly mobilized; arma- 
ments are brought out of hidden re- 
cesses; great generals are made in the 
twinkling of an eye; then, winged, 
these legions take their flight across the 
mountains and deserts of the West. 

To conduct a war on the Pacific 
Coast against the forces of Japan, this 
republic is at present less prepared 
and jess capable than it has ever 
been prior to any war undertaken by 
it In the past. to the scorn of 
consequence, to the vanity of ignorance 
and indifference toward military prep- 
aration, no force can be placed on the 
seaboard of Southern California either 
within three months or nine months 
that would delay the advance of the 
Japanese armies a single day. 

Irrespective of armament and ante- 
bellum preparation, however, we find 
other conditions that would prevent 
the mobilization of an army in Bouth- 
ern California capable of defending it 
against invasion and conquest. > 

The maximum force that can be mo- 
bilized in the republic immediately 
following a declaration of war is less 
than 100,000 men, of whom two-thirds 
are militia. This force, made up of 
more than forty miniature armies, is 
scattered, each under seperate military 
and civil jurisdiction, over the entire 
nation. By the time these heterogene- 
ous elements are gathered together, 
organized into proper military units and 
made ready for to the 
front, the States of Washington and 

will have been invaded and 
their conquest made complete by a 
vastly superior force. 

The probabilities of the American 
armies being difected against the Jap- 
anese forees in Washington and Ore- 
gon through the force of popular agi- 
tation presents this apparently anom- 
alous condition: that the larger the 
American armies at the time of 
invasion—regardl of what portion 
of the Coast it may be—the more cer- 
tain are these forees to be directed 
against that point. Two factors de- 
termine this: 

(1) The numerical equality or supe- 
riority of the first Japanese expedition 
over the entire American land forces. 
preventing an American army of cor- 
responding strength from being sent 
against it simultaneousiy with the dis- 
pateh of similar forees against otner 
probable points of invasion. 

(2) The power of popular opinion to 
direct the available military estab- 
lishment against the invading forces, 
regardiess of the general military sit- 
uation or etrategic considerations. 

Japan, to make this condition con- 
stant, needs but to have the strength 
of her first column proportionate to 
that of the entire American forces,

Japan, landing an army on the 
shores of Southern California, at this 
time, would occupy, without opposi- 
tion, the strategic center of this region 
on the following day, and the conquest 
of Southern California would be, in a 
practical sense, complete. 

We now come to the consideration 
of, the most important phase of the 

litary occupancy of Southern Cali- 
fornia by Japan. It has nothing to 
do with the intrinsic worth of this 
region, neither ite economic nor polit- 
ical significance, but appertains alone 
to its strategic value, its necessity for. 
and capacity of defense against sub- 
sequent efforts on the part of this re- 
public to reconquer the Pacific States. 

There are only three avenues 
which armies can gain entrance to the 
Pacific Coast from the eastern por- 
tion of the United States, and South- 
ern California constitutes ane of these 
avenues, hence the possession of this 
early is essential to Japanese 


The conformation of this section is 
‘peculiarly adapted to effective defense 
from the Pacific side. The seacoast 
from Mexico to Point Concepcion is 
an elongated, irregular crescent, and 
with but isolated exceptions—as the 
valiey holding the towns and oran 
orchards of San Bernardino, Riverside 
and Rediands—the inhabitable area 
follows the sea-line and extends back 
but a comparatively few miles. North 
and eastward of this oasis region are 
four principal mountain ranges—the 
San Jacinto, San Bernardino, San Ga- 
briel and Tehachepi, with the crest 
line ranging from 5000 to 11,000 feet. 
Beyond these mountains are deserts, 
lava beds and valleys of death. 

Entrance into Southern is 
gained by three passes—the n Ja- 
cinto, Cajon and Saugus, while access 
to the Valley and Cen- 
tral California is by the Tehachepi. 
It is the contro! of these passes that 
determines Japanese supremacy on the 
southern flank of the Pacific Coast, 
and it is their adaptability to defense 
that determines the true strategic 
value of Southern California to the 


Japanese. 

Los Angeles forms the main center 
of these three passes, and lies within 
three hours by rail of each of them, 
while San Bernardino, forming the 
mediate base of forces defending Ca- 
jon and San Jacinto passes, is within 
one hour by rail of both passes,

Before 
the Sicilian earthquake of 1783 animals 
came to the surface as well as various 
creatures of the sea, especially fish. in 
stupendous numbers, among them alse 
such as are found only in the greatest 
depths of the water. The unrest of 
the animals also heralded the coming 
of the recent Sicily and Calabria seis- 
mic disasters. 

The basis of this remarkable inatinct

Great Violinist Hailed ac Peerless by

Fritz Kreisier took New Yorkers to 


his recital at Carnegie Hall on Satur- 
day afternoon, October 23.

WORKING BOYS’ HOME. 


A. dolly Halloween Party — How 
“Mother” Vance Governs the 
Boys by Love. 

Probably the joliiest Halloween party 
of the season was the one given by 
the boys of the “Working Boys 


Home,” situated at Eleventh and Main 
streets. . 


The Home was fantastically deco- 
rated. with numberiess Japanese and 
Jack-o'-lanterns, and thefe was a 
presided over 
by a gypsy forceress, and guarded by 
@ great black cat, with staring green 
eyes. The feature of the party was 
the burie! of this same biack cat, 
Which was the emblem of the Black 
Cat Club, composed of boys of the 
Home, which has now been dissolved. 

Young gifls who are friends of the 
boys attended the party, and the af- 
fair was chaperoned by Mrs. L. M. 
Vance. whe has established this home, 
for working boys who have no home 
of their own; Mrs. Vance herself puts

This home is a unique place, and 
wonderfully popular with the boys. 
Mayte its popularity is because it is 
guled in such mother-Nke fashion by 
Sirs. Vance, who says she has always 
Joved boys, and it maybe partly due 
tothe fact that there aren't many rules 
te follow, established simply to pes- 
ter a boy's head to remember, There 
are only three rules, but these three 
are strictly enforced, and the 


Here are the rules: “No smoking. 
Respect must be shown to the ladies 
of the house. A bath once a week. 

No boy has even been turned away 
from the doors of the Working Boys’ 
Home. There are twenty-five now liv- 
fing there: ranging from 15 to 18 years 
of age. The ys who come to Mrs. 
Wance are those whom the state will 
no longer look after, being the 
age timit, when they are charges of 
the State. 


Every boy who comes to the home 
is given one week's board an? lodging 
free, 60 that he may have @ caance to 
look about for work, Mrs. Vance and 
her assistants also try to find him 
If he has secured noth- 
ing at the end of the week, he must 
take one of the positions that has 
been secured for him through the 
home, even if it is not quite to sis 
king.

INSURANCE WORLD. 


The United States Fire of Nashville, 
a mutual company, has been given two 
weeks to settle with claimants or be 
thrown into the hands of a receiver 
by the Insurance Commission. Officers 
of the company declare that it is do- 
ing well and that the Chattanooga 
suits grew out of some personal differ- 
ences. 


The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany is now covering practically all its 
properties with insurance, after having 
carried no insurance for several years 
on its fireproof buildings.

When a 
clever woman can twist or turn the 
long lines into a lovely and becoming 

covering for the head. It matters not what 
material or style the,scarf may be; the fringed 
edges, beaded centers or embroidered nets can 
be fashioned into any shape at a moment’s 
notice. 

A gold net scarf with long fringed.ends is 
twisted into a heavy rope and gives a head 
decoration in a little different form from the 
enveloping: caps. The center of the scarf is 
placed at the back of the head, quite low down. 
Its length is twisted, crossed in front and each 
end is turned once under the first coil. Just 


above the fringe a loose knot is made. This 
style of heacdress was favored by Madame de 
Stael, that wonderful woman of years ago, and 
is becoming to most types nowadays. 

The beaded marquisette is treated in a sim- 
pler form. Its decorative mesh is sufficiently 
ornate for evening wear, and a protective cov- 
ering is obtained by curling the central portion 


of the strip over the head and knotting it at 
each side. 

With a piece of black ribbon the silky ful- 
ness of a black fringed shawl can be held in 
place. It is a simple arrangement; the end is 
dropped over the hair and a soft ribbon is tied 


‘around the neck, the bow and the scarf ends 


dropping at one side. 

A peacock scarf is shown in a wonderful, 
filmy drapery which hints of the lace headdress 
of Spain. The embroidered net band is placed 
over the front of the hair and tied et the back 
in two large loops. These are pulled toward the 
front and pinned at each side. The glistening 
ends are allowed to hang down the back. Surely 
this piquancy will meet with the approval of 
American women. -

Silk envelops the head, is 
knotted at each side’ and by edging the front 
with a strip of soft chiffon pleating a capuchon 
is the charming resuk. 

When burdened with scarfs, either plain or 
highly decorative, remember that they need not 
always rest on the shoulders. They can mount 
to the head and form beautiful and protecting 
ornaments for evéning coiffures. 

The general idea of the evening wrap should 
govern the choosing of the scarf. With a coat 
of chiffon the net or beaded headdress is becom- 
ing. The oriental turban is appropriate for the 
burnous, and the capuchon is the correct style 
for fluffy evening wraps. A dignified black coat 
might have the attractive rope headdress, while 
the silk shawl is becoming when worn with 
embroidered silk or satin.

Tour of England, Scotland and r 


Wales Said to Be Most Beautiful 
Trip That Can Be Taken in Motor 
Car—London Filled With Motor 
Busses, Say Tourists. 


A. M. McAndrews of Pasadena, with 
his wife and two sons, returned last 
week after a tour of England, Scot- 
land, Wales and Ireland in a Pope- 


Hartford. 

The tour started in June and con- 
tinued until September. During that 
time the car,traveled several thousand 
miles over the best roads in the world. 
The party returned pleased with the 
scenery and the life of the countries 
visited and all members say they could 
think of no more enjoyable trip than 
a run over the same ground covered 
on tour. 

The start was from a pretty suburb 
of London. Good roads were found 
soon after the start, the route leading | 
north to Scotland. For many miles | 
the highways, constructed hundreds of | 
years ago, were as smooth as glass. The 
car could be sent along at full speed 
without any discomfort and the Pope 
easily hit sixty without more incon- 
venience than the rush of wind. Runs 
of 170 miles a day were common and 
in order to reach a desirable stopping 
place one night the day's total mileage 
reached 260 miles. 

TAKE RISK. 

Crossing one river the party had an 
interesting experience. The only avail- 
able ferry was a boat propelled by two 
husky oarsmen. They at first refused 
ty ferry the machine as the boat was | 
not wide enough to take the wheels. | 
The boat had never been used for any- 
thing but passengers. The tourists 
finally, after much talk, told the ferry- 
men they would take all the risk and 
after hours. of work the car was finally 
put on board. The axles rested on the 
side of the boat with all four wheels 
hanring out over the water. The least 
lurch of the boat would have sent the 
car to the bottom of the river, but the 
members of the party balancing on 
the four corners to keep the boat right, 
and with the oarsmen working vigor- 
ously they managed to reach the other 
side in safety.

The 
professional tramp athiete resulted 
In the smaller schools teachers were 
employed who could coach and these 
in a way retained their amateur 
standing, receiving nothing for their 
services as coach. Netther of these 
classes was satisfactory, and a 
mean was struck. in theory at least. 
It is the purpose to make the ideal 
coach a man of high character, who 
will teach the theory of true sports- 
manship as well as the practice of 
muscular exertion. These men are 
amateurs at heart and receive money 
as a means of livelihood so they 
may devote their time and energies 
to the development of physical char- 


acter as well as physical prowess. 
It is their life-work—not because it 
will make them rich, but because 


they consider it a profession to be 
proud of by which they can accom- 
plish something for the good of hu- 
manity. “Physical excellence” is the 
cry of the modern coach; not “win at 
all hagards.”” By physical excellence 
is not meant sheer brute strength but

sport unfits him for amateur work 
in any other.

Amateurs. 

Primarily an amateur is a sports- 
man who takes part in contests or 
other forms of recreation purely for 
the love of the sport. He receives no 
money for playing, pays all his own 


he has a crowd looking on or not. In 
recent years the amateur has degen- 


erated into an advertising medium for 
colleges or athietic clubs. 
club spirit is the cause given for play- 
ing the game, and many a man is 
dragged from his study to dor a foot- 
ball suit, not because he wants to play 
the game, but because he is stro 
and husky, and his college ‘‘necds” | 
him. Half the athletes contesting to- 
day would not do so if they could not 
ippear before cheering crowds and be 
made heroes.

The professional amateur is the 
man against whom all amateur in- 
terests are guarding.

But let me tell you about this constitutional move- 
ment. There is nothing like it in history. The rulers 
of one-fourth of the world suddenly resolve to give up 
their power and allow their subjects to govern them- 
selves. They lay out the scheme in cold blood and in- 
augurate it without a revolution. It is not a spasmodic 
effort, but a progressive movement which will take al- 
most a decade. It is to be started at once in every part 
of the empire, and is so systematically planned that it 
will fit these 400 almond-eyed millions to make their 
own laws and to practically control their own govern- 
ment. 

The story of the movement is interesting. It began 
during the war with Japan, when the giant of modern 
progress, in the person of the Mikado, drew back his 
mailed fist and swatted the sleeping nation in the eye. 
It grew as the Eugopean powers stole piece after piece 
of Chinese property along the seacoast, and it was al- 
ready strong when the Boxers rose in rebellion, and the 
armies of the west caused the flight of the Empress 
Dowager from Peking. ‘The humiliation of China in 
being forced to kotow to Germany for the killing of 
Baron Ketteler was a strong push toward its modern- 
ization. The victory of the Japanese over the Russians 
was another, and now the common people, the gentry 
and the officials are awake to the need of a change. 
The yellow giantess is sleeping no longer. She has 
pulled her dry bones together and has sprung from her 
couch with her almond eyes open. She is thoroughly 
aroused, and, with her great soul—for great.the sou] of 
China really is—she is casting about to find “where she 
is at,” and how she shall take her mighty part in the 
work of the world. 


The Constitutional Programme. 


The plan for the reorganization of China was discussed 
in connection with Li Hung Chang before his death. It 
was finally laid out by the great Dowager, assisted by 
Yuan Shih Kai, Chang Chi Tung and other leading offi- 
cials. Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese Minister at Wash- 
ington, Lad to do with it, and nearly every governor 
and viceroy sent in suggestions and advice in the form 
of memorials. The plans brought back by Tuan Fang 
and his associates from Europe were thoroughly stud- 
ied, and a scheme of local, provincial and national 
‘government was laid out. This was first put forth in 
the edicts of the Empress Dowager in August, 1908, and

the people at once began to put them into action. The 
work was proceeding in every province at the time of 
the deaths of the great Dowager and Emperor last No- 
vember, and one of the first proclamations of the new 
administration was that these constitutional reforms 
should be still carried on. The Prince Regent has an- 
nounced himself in favor of them, and is most active 
in their support. 

The programme now in force extends over nine years. 
The first year is devoted to the preparation of the peo- 
ple for the provincial assemblies by viceroys and gover- 
nors, including the opening of schools for the studying 
of self-government in the cities, market towns and vil- 
lages. 

During the second year, members ore to be elected to 
the provincial assemblies, and in the third they are to 
be organized and in working order. 

By the fourth year there will be a new code of laws 
and new courts, and in the fifth a new system of taxa- 
tion will be enforced. 

The sixth year continues the preparation of the peo- 
ple for the national parliament, and during the seventh 
the reorganization of the government revenues and ex- 
penditures will be taken up. 


The year following, the officials will begin to con- 
sider the imperial household expenses; they will estab- 
lish a judicial bureau and wil! begin to issue certificates. 
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In the ninth year the imperigj 
finally enforced and the imperiaj 
session here at Peking.

Weeding Out Snorers. 

In the long dormitories of the Stepney Union Work- 
house all the pauper inmates now sleep with theif heads 
beneath their bed clothes. It is for fear they should 
be caught snoring. 

The Stepney guardians have ruled that a sleep dis- 
turber is a man apart, and at the workhouse the 
process of dividing the inmates into classes for snorers 
and non-snorers is pow in progress. Owing to the 
complaints of certain inmates made to the ladies’ visit- 
ing committee that some of their fellows snored in such 
a way as to disturb whole dormitories, it has been de- 
cided that the snorers shall be weeded out and made 
to sleep with deaf paupers. 

An official of the institution explained yesterday how 
the snorers are traced. “If,” he said, “an inmate com- 
plains that he cannot get his proper rest because of the 
snores of another, questions are asked of other inmates 
in that particular ward and the night attendants may 
be asked to keep an ear open. Should it be found that 
the complaint is justified, that the snorer is no mere 
hard breather, but a stalwart performer, he is moved 
to a ward where we have one or two deaf people. 

“The men are the worst snorers: we have no com- 
plaints about the women. Certainly some of the old 
men are very noisy in their sleep, but we should not 
think of moving a snorer on the unconfirmed complaint 
of a single individual.” 

But the really remarkable part about the new scheme 
is this: though detailed evidence has been gathered 
about the nocturnal! noises made by some inmates, each 
convicted snorer declares that there is some terrible 
mistake—since he was a baby in the cradle he has never 
been known to snore. There have been suggestions of 
a letter to the papers signed “Falsely Accused Snorers”’ 
or an appeal to Mr. John Burns.—[London Daily Mail. 


Chinese Emperor's Funeral. 


Father Gorio, an Italian missionary in China, con- 
tributes to the Review of Catholic Missions an article 
describing the funeral! of the Emperor of China. The 
funera] lasted five days, during which the cortége cov- 
ered a distance of forty-three miles from Peking to Si- 
Ling. 

The body was inclosed in ten caskets of precious 
wood and carried by 120 men. It was surrounded by 
all the high dignitaries of the empire and followed 
by 5000 soldiers in red robes, who carried banners, 
Standards, fans and other emblems. Then followed a 
long line of camels and white horses covered with yel- 
low cloths, the imperial color, and finally a multitude 
of officials. 

The cortége proceeded in silence. The priests recited 
prayers in a whisper and scattered with both hands disks 
of white silk paper, a symbol of the money used by the 
deceased in heaven. which gave the impression of fall- 
ing snow. Two palanquins loaded with caskets of gold 
containing the Emperor’s clothes and jewels, which 
were to be burned on the grave, closed the procession, 
which, Father Gorio says, was witnessed by 500,000 
persons.

PIES FOR PROFIT. 


How ONE FACTORY, BY IMPROVED METHODs, 
SOLVED THE PROBLEM OF KERs. 


Not long ago the bakers of this coun ry had a con- 
vention at which the subject of one of .1e many edify- 
ing papers read wis “Piemaking for Prof.” It was de- 
livered by no less a personage than the president ot 
the bakers’ association—for the simple reason that he 
couldn't get anybody else to do it. 

He declared that he had sent an urgent invitation to 
pretty nearly all the pie bakers in the United States to 
tackle the subject, but every one of then had replied 
that as he didn't know how to make a profit at pie 
baking, he must respectfully decline tne invitation. 

President Hubig—that is his name—thereupon de- 
cided to find a profit in pies somewhere. He started 
his hunt in the East, but was disappointed. He found 
pies made there as they were fifteen years ago. 

“Then,” said he to the bakers. according to the Ba- 
ker's Weekly, “we came to a modern bakery in the 
West! There we saw machines that wash 2500 pilates 
in a jiffy, sterilize and dry them before send- 
ing them down to be used gain. We go to the 
apple-paring room. Clean, white-gowned women par- 


ing, slicing and quartering the apples by machinery. 
Two women pare as high as twelve to fourteen bushels 
a day, sometimes twenty bushels, which under the old 


method would take twelve or fifteen women. 

“Further along, we see shining copper kettles heated 
by steam from the boilers to stew the fruit. At the 
first bakery they did not stew the fruit. In this mod- 
ern bakery they stew it and then add water, 50 per cent. 
as much water as fruit. They take at least 75 per cent. 
as much sugar as fruit, and in this way they cannot 
help making money. 

“Next we go into the sifting-room and flour-blending- 
room. This is all done by machinery of course. From 
there we go into the bake shop. You see moving ma- 
chinery there, continually moving machinery, with pies 
on every cup passed before you, the bakers simply di- 
recting the efforts of the machines to make these pies. 

“Every baker gowned in white, white cap, white coat 
and white trousers, absolutely clean. The place was 
well lighted—you could see to read a newspaper in any 
corner. The floors were swept and scrubbed clean, and 
everything as bright and clean as it possibly could be. 
The sanitary conditions were absolutely perfect. 

“They were making about thirty-one pies a minute. 
The proprietor told me that to make the same number 
of pies before he had these machines would have re- 
quired from eighty to a hundred bakers, and every one 
of them would have to be an expert at rolling, as all 
the rolling was necessarily done by hand. He said it 
would take something like sixteen or eighteen men to

“There is one machine there about five feet long that 
the proprietor told me put eighteen men that formerly 
trimmed off pies out of work. I asked him how much 
he paid these men, and he sald $14 a week. We pass 
from the manufacturing end of this shop to the baking 
end, where we find a rotary oven that one man with 
experience can operate. 

“These ovens have a capacity of 1000 pies an hour 
The rotary oven of the newer type, compared with the 
old patent oven, has four times the capacity. We 
passed to the shipping-room, where the pies are pushed 
upon trucks and distributed. Two men handle at least 
30,000 pies every night, distributing them for the wag- 
ons. 

“We go from there to see the toilet-rooms and dress- 
ing-rooms for the employés. Everything is white en- 
amel. Every baker, every driver, every employé of the 
firm has his own double locker, one for his street 
clothes and the other for his working clothes. They 
have their shower baths, tub baths and everything nec- 
essary. The proprietor tells me his place is always 
open for visitors, who will be shown through by a 
guide.”

VISIT AT A COUNTRY HOUSE IN THE - 
OLD DOMINION.

[: was 7 o'clock when the long orange-colored train 


whisked into Z—— and we were met on the platform 
by Mr. and Mrs. T., the latter carrying her snowy 


pet dog, almost invisible in the folds of her white | 
| coat. Behind them were servants, who quickly loaded 
our luggage in a cart, while my nurse and children 
were put in a smart little surrey and our host drove 
| his wife and me in a delightful open trap. Five miles 
_thus in the dark, until we sighted the lighted oval- 
topped door of Hillhurst, out of which poured a perfect 
avalanche of people, colored servants and dogs! There 
was G., looking charming in his riding clothes; Wil- 
liam, the young son of the house and his frfend Fitz- 
| hugh; Mrs. C., J.’s delightful mother, and Senator and 
| Mrs. B. from Washington, a smart yeung married cou- 

ple. The heartiest among the hearty welcomes came 
from -“Uncle Willis,” a dear old bearded darky of the 
ante-bellum school. 


We were shown our rooms, and after getting ri of 
the habitual] traveler's dust, there was served a most 
delicious hot Southern supper, one dish being sorers, a 
little bird soft and luscious, which is eaten entirely, 
bones and all. It tastes like teal duck, living on the 
same food, and coming from the marshes around South- 
ern Virginia. After dinner, in the flower-scented draw- 
ing-room, we had reminiscences of the many jolly times 
we had had together, and then some songs by L, her 
ever-lovely, clear voice having grown more beautiful— 
so deep and rich. 


This house is about a century old, and was designed 
by Thomas Jefferson. It is quite a perfect example of 
the early colonial, of red brick with four massive 
Corinthian stone pillars in front, from base to roof. 
The high unbalustraded front porch*’is guarded straight 
across by a box hedge, eight feet high by eight broad, 
and opening in the center for the paved walk, which is 
bordered on either side by another hedge, only a little 
less high. This extends about thirty feet from the 
ij porch, and from either end of the porch the hedge 
branches off into semi-circles, one toward the rear of 
the house, and the other to the front lawn. There, 
beautiful trees and grass, and beyond the gate, glimpses 
of alternating woods and fields, ascending to the blue 
mountains—oh, the mysterious depths of this Blue 
Ridge, sunk in the clouds! 


Inside the house the first impressions are chintz, flow- 
ers and delightful white woodwork, a wide hall in the 
center with two rooms on either side. The hall is 
painted to represent marble, the old English coo! idea. 
The drawing-room is calsomined in a very soft faded 
pink, with a plaster centerpiece, with cupids, and round | 
the cornice, plaster fruit and flower festoons. Against 
these walls, which seem to breathe forth an old-world 
atmosphere, the gilt oval-framed pictures, the teakwood 
and chintz-covered furniture, a pair of gracefully-shaped 
black iron appliques, are all most enchanting. Back of 
this room is the library, lined with white open tbook- 
shelves, and charming old colored prints 


Opposite the drawing-room is the dining-ruoxm, with 
hand-carved oak furniture, and prints of hunting scénes. 
Behind this is the gun room, with large photographic 


copies of Greek athletic statues‘on the walls, also some 
yachting scenes, red and blue ribbons won by our host's 
horses and ponies. In this room are guns, tennis rack- 
ets. boots, cigars, and al! sorts of sporting and mannish 
thines. Upstairs are prettily-arranged bedrooms and 
comfortable baths 

After a good night's rest, we awoke to a bright Sun- 
day morning. Having finished a late breakfast with 
such delicious hot breads, etc., we all drove to see the 
colored baptizing. In an open field, about eighty dark- 
kies, quiet, respectable and rather pathetic in appear- 
ance, were gathered around a concrete tank built in a 
stream. A hymn was started by a sad-toned tenor, then 
the thin voices of the chorus were almost like “croon- 
ing.” The old minister made a sort of exhortation, and 
at the “I baptize thee.’ etc.. his two assistants would 
plunge the fully-dressed trembling man or woman into 
the tank for a moment, then assist him out, all emu 
amid the bursting forth of another hymn. Thomas, one 
of the T.s’ servants, would conduct the neophyte through 
the little group. on the edge of which waited friends 
with a bag of dry clothes. There was perfect reverence 
al! through—not a critical smile from even the young 
men of the group, and such kindly feeling shown for 
one another. It was really impressive. One woman 
shouted: “No, I won't!” In a tragic manner. The 
spirit was evidently suggesting something which her 
weak flesh resisted. A friend fanned her, and she be- 
came calm. One or two, after the immersion, sang 
“Hallelujah,” but we failed to see any wild emotion, 
such as negroes often show when they “get réligion.”’ 

We white women were al! touched. I doubt if the 
men were, and an interesting study apart from the ne- 
ero One, was the English coachman. L..in her pious 
Way, tried to draw him a little moral, but Shipway said 
he had “seen the same sort of ‘effecting’ things at Coney 
Island!” Our = host jokingly remarked. that the only 
things moving him were qualms for his poultry, but I 
am sure that the generous greenback he gave to the 
deacon made the colored folk hesitate about molesting 
the barnyard. As we drove off. the bell of the little 
church close by was ringing, and it seems that after 
the service there the negroes have a grand feast, and I 
, fear that by midnight, the ecstatic feelings have worn 
| away, and that some chickens and mint juleps have 
adorned their board. 

We had a cold luncheon served after a manner by the 
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given holiday. Afterward we walked to the adjoining 
lands, where the T.s are building a large colonial huuse

2-o’clock dinner, we women read and gossiped until tea- 


time. 

We had some fresh figs from the garden, and ‘Uncle 
Willis,” when he brought in an armtu! of wood for the 
cosy fire, told us the drawing-room was “full of blooms” 
(we being the blooms.) In the evening, we had bridge 
and the phonograph—but not together! Tuesday 
dawned crisp and autumny, and the air continued so 
during the rest of my visit. The week sped quickly, 
with quiet walks in the morning, with many dogs stir- 
ing up an occasional rabbit or partridge, through the 
daisy-spotted fields, past the gurgling brooks; or horse- 
back rides on the thoroughbred hunters through the 
autumn woods, and nut gatherings, tennis or target 
shooting. 


Afternoons, if we were not kept at home by callers 
we drove to the neighboring places to call, and such 
beautiful homes they are, and so smartly kept! 


At dusk, the bull bats would come sweeping over the 
lawn, and J. made every shot good, and the birds sim- 
ply hailed on the ground. He is a splendid shot, and 
also little William, aged 14, made a lot of them fall. 


One evening, the L.s came, and we had a coon hunt. 
At 9 o'clock, three white men, with two hounds leashed 
together, an ax and a horn, all the men carrying lan- 
terns, led the way over the fields into the forest on the 
T.s' mountain. When we reached the woods, the dogs 
were let loose, and we followed their trail. Finding 
a hole in the ground, they scratched and barked furt- 
ously. The guides put a stick into it, and finding some 
hair on the tip of the stick, knew that a raccoon or an 
opossum was there. Not succeeding in getting the ani- 
mal out, the dogs were started on another trail. They 
found a young opossum in a tree. Then furious bark- 
ing, and the poor little beast suspended itself by its 
tail to the end of a limb, where Charlie L. caught it, 
The dogs leaped, and nearly tore his hand, but he deftly 
popped the animal into a bag. We found a “coon” fur- 
ther on, in a huge chestnut, but G. would not allow the 
huntsman to hew the tree in order to get it. These 
men’s shrill whoop, the blowing of the horn, and the 
thick, dark woods, with moonlight showing only occa- 
sionally, made the scene weird, but it was full of charm, 
and I wished I had been born an Indian who lives al- 
ways in such a sylvan spot. It was very rough walking 
and arduous work pushing our way through the under- 
brush, and we women suggested going back home. The 
men looked disappointed, but were self-sacrificing, and 
turned back. Our occasional! rest on a fallen tree was 
delightful. One got very warm in the woods, though 
it had been quite cold on starting out. Emerging from 
the forest, we found the moon had set, but the starlit 
dome was beautiful. The grass was wet in the fields, 
and when we reached the house at 12:30 a.m., it was 
most pleasant to find a huge crackling fire in the draw- 
ing-room, with the home dogs lying near the hearth, 
and L. in a graceful tea gown ready to preside over a 
table groaning under sandwiches, mint juleps, etc. 


Some evenings we would take moonlight rides. This 
is a great hunting country, the home of a noted hunting 
club, but it was not yet the season, the underbrush be- 
ing still too high. Everybody keeps thoroughbreds, 
and many of the women are expert riders. 


Sunday, the last evening of our visit, was not the least 
enjoyable, when hymns were sung, L. leading in her, 
exquisite voice. The next day I left for St. Louis, made 
rested and happier by this charming glimpse of “ole 
Virginia.”

that by the resignation of James Fennessey, trus- 


Shakers at Union Village, six miles,east of there, the 
colony will probably be abandoned and the occupants 
transferred to the Methodist home at Norwood, Mass. 


Mr. Fennessey, word comes, is the last of the original 
band which settled here in 1810, and ill health causes 
his action. There was a movement among the members 
for some time past to give up the prosperous farms and 
the buildings, as the majority of these folk are now 
old and feeble. As they are not allowed to marry, the 
only children are those which have been adopted. 

The holdings of the band are worth nearly $1,000,000. 
Several large buildings in the village are included. A 
woman appointed by the head colony at Mount Lebanon, 
N. Y., will take up the burden dropped by Fennessey.

And there a 
floor of marble and carved balustrades lead to the floor 
above. 


Own Much Land. 
Round about again stretches the land of the Shakers. 


Her name is not known at the present time by the mem- 
bers here. It is said to be her ihtention to conform to 
the views of the members and abandon the colony. 


Work of Anne Lee. 


The Shaker society, it may need be explained in 
connection with this passing of the largest Shaker vil- 
lage in the country—and perhaps in the world—was or- 
ganized by a certain Anne Lee of Manchester, who was 
born February 29, 1736. It is related of her that after 
a quiet visionary childhood she joined the so-called 
French Prophets, at the age of 22. These, then under 
the leadership of a certain Jane Wardly, trembled and 
shook when under the tnfluence of religious emotion. 


The Shakers themselves farm and raise the stock, but 
lease the greater part of the 4500-acre estate to so-called 
renters, who farm the land on shares. When the band 
first came here, a hundred years ago, log cabins were 
erected about which the remodelings and reconstruc- 
tions have taken place. The office still has within its 
walls frameworks set up in 1810, while the laundry 
across the road rests upon timbers hewn eighty-eight 
years ago. Over the highway there lies also the old 
meeting-house, now unused, and a tiny white school- 
house, in which a district teacher bends the Shaker twig 
into the way it should incline. 


The local estate is in charge of elders, appointed by 
the Rev. Joseph R. Stingerband, with the advice of El- 


In 1762 Anne Lee married a blacksmith, a character of 
no great repute. Later she secured 
him, and, profiting by the usual marital experience, she 
joined the Shaker band, preaching celibacy to it, and, 
since its members believed that the returning Christ 
would be a woman, soon becoming their leader. 

As is usual with new ftorms of religion, persecution

grew apace, and the Shakers emigrated to America, land- 
ing August 1, 1774, and settling near Waterville, N. Y., 
where for some time they were under suspicion of be- 
ing revolutionists, and consequently held in great dis- 
favor. 

Anne Lee’s death on September 8, 1780, put one James 
Whitaker in the lead, and he held the place until 1788, 
when Joseph Meacham became the head. It was through | 
him, then, that the Shakers adopted the communistic 
plan. 

By 1870 there had come to be eighteen Shaker com- 
munities in the country, owning property assessed at 
$86,900. The meeting-houses of the sect already then 
would have held about 9000 people. 


Shaker Tenets Are Interesting. 


The faith and principles of the society are: (1.) A 
life of innocence, strict temperance and virgin purity. 
(2.) Love, for a consecrated and free people can have 
no other bonds of union. (3.) Peace, which requires all 
to abstain from bloodshed; from all acts of violence 
toward our fellow-men, from all the party contentions 
and politics of the world and from all the pursuits of | 
pride and worldly ambitions. (4.) Justice to discharge | 
all duties and equitable claims as effectually as possible. 
(5.) Holiness, hence the doctrine of dedicating per- 
sons, services and property to sacred uses. (6.) Good- 
ness, by administering acts of charity and kindness and 
promoting light and truth among mankind. (7.) Truth, 
which implies fidelity, reality, sincerity and punctual- 
ity. 

Of the Quaker society, of which Anne Lee was leader, 
it was said that “it practiced no forms and adopted no 
creed as rules of faith and worship,’ but gave itself up 
“to be guided entirely by the operation of the spirit 
of God.” At times it was “exercised with singing, 
shouting and leaping for joy at the near prospect of 
salvation,” and was often “agitated to shaking, running, 
walking the floor, members passing and repassing each 
other.” This brought it the appellation of “Shaker.” 

In 1779 a peculiar religious revival at Lebanon, N. Y., 
gave occasion for morc converts. A Kentucky revival 
resulted in more accessions. 

Then Mother Lee's three missionaries crossed over 
into Ohio, arriving at Turtle Creek, near Lebanon, on 
March 22, 1805, where they were “spiritually led” to the 
home of one Malcham Worle, whose family proved their 
first converts in the State, and through whom the faith 
spread across this State and Indiana, until by the census 
of 1890 there came to be 2800 Shakers in the country. 

Of all the settlements, however, Union Village was the 
largest. To visit it, one goes preferably by way of Cin- 
cinnati, a train leaving for this point at 7:40 in the 
morning. It is a ride of thirty miles. 


Ride from Lebanon. 


From Lebanon the visitor has the choice of hiring a 
vehicle or awaiting the bus which plies between 
Lebanon and Red Lion. Four miles, per mile post, 
from the starting point, the green turrets and white 
tanks and orange-hued barns of Shakertown are to be 
seen among the leafless trees. '

road, where one descends this. Then there is a gray 
little storehouse on the left which serves as outpost of 
Shakertown. This is filled to overflowing with corn 
and grain from the near-by fields. Only a short dis- 
tance from this there is a similar frame building of a 
dull orange color, with windows many parted as they 
were in the olden time.

Machinery Outstrides Weavers. 


Modern machinery has caused the Shakers to close 
their woolen mills, and the once famous Shaker blan~- 
kets, yarns and clothing are a thing of the past. 

The women of the community perform all the house- 
hold work, no hired help being engaged inside the 
dwellings, and in the laundry-house there are mechan- 
ical washers and wringers, dozens of the most moderr 
clothes driers, vats of soft soap and a varied accumu- 
lations of flat irons. The water used In the settlement is

In the course of our visit to Shakertown we were in- 
troduced to one Leo Goepper, a kindly old man who 
has been a Shaker for twenty-five years, and spent an 
hour in his company, gathering the following interesting 
data from his talk: 

Something like forty years ago there were 200 people 
in this settlement, but today the population is between 
thirty and forty. The men in the community keep the 
place in repair and perform the grosser work. 

The community rises at 5 in the morning, prepares 
its respective room and assembles for breakfast at 6: 
the men and the women eating in the same room. but 
at separate tables. During the morning, each person 
has his particular duties, the women caring for the sick 
and preparing the food. Dinner is ready at noon, and 
prior thereto the Shakers formerly knelt in prayer, but 
this custom has since been abolished. 


Elders Given Lead. 


The elders enter first, the others following in point 
of age. At the close of the meal, the assemblage kneels, 
then steps aside to allow the elders to pass out, after 
which they follow. The afternoon is spent in perform- 
ing chores, reading and the like until 6 (or 5:30 in the 
winter,) when supper is served. At 8 o'clock the cur- 
few rings, and, while they need not necessarily retire, 
all good Shakers are then due in their separate cham- 
bers. 

Service is held on Sundays at 9:30, there being no fixed 
minister, and each person is supposed to tell his reli- 
gious experiences as moved by the spirit to do so. 

Most of the buildings, with the exception of the office, 
were built by the Shakers themselves. When Mr. Goep- 
per came here, Isaac Beal was the elder, and later one 
Joseph Yusington, who was also deacon—that is, the 
person who assigns to individuals their recr--'° -- duties 
and furnishes their quota of clothing and necessities— 
succeeding to that dignity. The elders hold office as 
long as warranted by comfort and ability, and are annu- 
ally visited by the New York ministry. 

The village was formed by a donation of property by 
Lebanon revivalists in 1799, and since then much has 
been purchased. | 

In the Shaker graveyard there are no monuments, each 
mound being numbered and a record kept of it, witu 
ivy and evergreen to cover the departed. 

At the bier of the deceased, there are songs and eulo- 
gies by his friends, the cortege winds to the burying- 
ground, and when the grave is all but filled in, the part- 
ing benediction is given.

many beautiful mornings in Los Angeles, went out on 
the porch, and glancing at the Los Angeles Times, I 
was shocked to learn that an intimate friend had sud- 
denly died on the night preceding. The paper stated 
| that he had been visiting friends in his neighborhood 
that evening, and in coming home about 10:50 p.m., 
suddenly fell down and expired.

English as It Is Spoken. 

Speaking last night at University College on ~Pho- 
netics,” Prof. Jones said that phonetics was hui, as 
was often suggested, a newly-discovered science. It 
was a science which was brought to a very high cegree 
of perfection by Indian priests and scientists 400). vears 
ago, whose object in studying pronunciation was to pre- 
serve unaltered the pronunciation of their ancient 
hymns, which were supposed to lose their efficacy if 
not pronounced according to ancient usace. 

It was only within the last thirty years that the sci- 
ence of phonetics had become known to the genera! pub- 
lic. The pronunciation of children in Lonuon schools 
was universally admitted to be deplorable, and it was 
complained that teachers did not improve it; but the 
reason was that those teachers did not possess the nec- 
essary knowledge of phonetics to correct the bad pro- 
nunciation. Before long, however, there would prob- 
ably be a marked improvement in this respect, because 
the Board of Education had recognized the importance 
of phonetics, and had introduced the subject in the reg- 
ular course of training for elementary schoo! teachers. 
The English language had very much changed since 
Shakespeare's time, and to show how it was pronounced 
300 years ago, Prof. Jones recited “It was a lover and 
his lass” in sixteenth-century pronunciation. He added 
that to a person who had accustomed himself to the old 
pronunciation, Shakespeare lost some of his expressive- 
ness—often to a marked extent—when read in the ordi- 
nary modern southern English pronunciation. It 
sounded better in Scotch. Pronunciation continued to 
develop until in the present day the system of spelling 
was such that the spelling was absolutely no guide to 
the pronunciation.—[London Standard. 


The Go-Devil. 

Instead of employing hundreds of men with picks to 
dig up streets for the purpose of resurfacing them, the 
city of Cincinnati now uses a 15,000-pound rake, which 
enjoys the gentle name of go-devil. 

When dragged along by a steam roller it does the 
work of the laborers with their picks in about one-fifth 
of the time and 60 per cent. better. The big stee! teeth 
dig into the street six inches deep and three feet wide 
and travel about twenty-five feet a minute It Is esti- 
mated that the machine saves the work of hundreds of 
laborers and pays for itself in every two days’ work.—“*

those huge stone beams of the Egyptian temples a hun- 
dred feet in the air, or dragged from their rocky beds 
the mightiest monoliths ever quarried by the hand of 
man, is almost beyond human comprehension, and 
through all the ages the greatest minds of the known 
world have puzzled over this fascinating problem. And 
still the Sphinx smiles on and guards his secret! 


Baalbec, the Ghost of Rome. 


Forty miles inland from the blue Mediterranean, and 
surrounded by the snow-covered mountains of Lebanon, 
lies Baalbec: in its day the most magnificent of Syrian 
cities: full of marble palaces, plashing fountains and 
beautiful monuments—now famous only for the splen- 
dor of its ruins. 

All the ruins of Rome itself do not equal in magnifi- 
cence that awe-inspiring group of shattered temples, 


umphant shouts of victorious armies. Phoenicians, As- 
syrians, Greeks, Romans, Byzantines, Turks and Sara- 
cens—all have fought and conquered here. And in later 
times this fated city has even known the unspeakable 
horrors which ever followed in the footsteps of Timour, 
the Tartar. the self-styled “Scourge of God.” 


But Baalbec has gone the way of other great cities of 
the ancient world—Babylon, Nineveh, Tyre, Carthage, 
Memphis and Thebes—al! mighty cities in their time, 
and now but splendid memories. Titanic ruins alone 
today mark the site of this Syrian metropolis, but ruins 
which are unquestionably the most magnificent in all 
the world. 

Baalbec in its foundation walls preserves the most 
important ruins of the ancient Phoenicians now exist- 
ing in the world. Tyre, Sidon, Carthage—all have dis- 
appearéd utterly from the earth, and nothing now re- 
mains to the knowledge of mankind of the great Phoe- 
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Archimedes flourished among the ancient Egyptians who 
far excelled in wisdom the Sage of Syracuse; but a quaint 
hieroglyphic picture which has been discovered on the 
walls of a tomb at E! Burcheh, dating from the reign of 
Usertsen II, in the twelfth dynasty, seems to shed con- 
siderable light on the subject, and would seem to prove 
that the whole secret of the ancient Egyptians consisted 
of their unlimited command of individual labor. In 
other words, instead of by the use of an unknown power, 
all of these marvelous works have been accomplished 
solely by the vast aggregation of brute strength. 


Explained by Picture. 


In the hieroglyphic pictures referred to, the method 
of moving these huge stones is most admirably 
portrayed. The picture is carved in the conventional 
style of ancient Egypt, and shows a colossal seated fig- 
ure of granite, about twenty-six feet high, and probably 
weighing about 500 tons, secured by tightly-twisted 


ropes to a wooden sledge, which is drawn by a great 
throng of almost naked slaves, who are harnessed two-

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by-two. The engineer in charge of the work is seen 
standing upon the knees of the statue, marking time to 
the measured cadence of a song, very much as the 
Egyptians of today are accustomed to sing as they go 
about their work. | 


Upon the toes of the colossus, at the front of the 
sledge, stands a man who pours oil from a jar upon the 
causeway, in order to lubricate the parsage of the sledge, 
and also to prevent fire from friction. Other slaves re- 
move the wooden sections of the causeway after the 
colossus has passed over, and place them again before 
the sledge. 

Some of the hieroglyphic inscriptions upon the walls 
of the tombs and the temples also make reference to 
this method of moving great masses of stone; and in the 
tomb of an Egyptian noble who lived in the sixth 
dynasty, we learn of a monolith of such gigantic pro- 
portions that it required the combined efforts of 3000 
men to move it: and Herodotus tells of a single block 
of stone which was transported by order of King Ama- 
sis from the city of Elephantine to Sais in the Delta, 
and which required the undivided efforts of 2000 men 
for three whole years to complete the task. 

How far these ancient writers may be believed is a 
matter for conjecture, but Pliny tells of an obelisk 
ninety-nine feet high which needed the united strength 
of 20,000 men to raise it into its upright position. It is 
also recorded in many of the hieroglyphic inscriptions 
that huge boats were often used in transporting obe- 
lisks and other great stones for the temples. Among 
the most interesting of these inscriptions is that to be 
found on the walls of the terraced temple of the great 
Queen Hatasu at Der-el-Barhi, in which she tells of 
transporting the two great obelisks from the First Cata- 
ract to Thebes on a huge barge which was towed by 
thirty galleys, rowed by 960 oarsmen. 

All of which would seem to prove that the marvels of 
quarrying and building performed by the ancient Egyp- 
tians and Phoenicians were not accomplished through 
the instrumentality of some tremendous unknown force, 
but were the result of forced labor, and at the cost of 
unnumbered thousands and tens of thousands of 
wretched human lives—the lives of slaves taken in 
battle, and of miserable subjects dragged from their 
families to labor without pay, for the future glory of 
their Pharaoh or King. 

And so, as the blood from the guillotine besmeared 
the fame of the new-born French republic and dimmed 
its glory for ali time: we come to look upon these an- 
clent marvels of architecture with less of admiration, 
as we begin to understand the full measure of human 
suffering which was their price; and in the new Egypt 
of the twentieth century, with its schools for the com- 
mon people and the bettered condition of its teeming 
millions, its magic transformation of the desert into 
fertile acres by the great Nile dam, and in its steady 
trend toward the better things of the age—we find a 
broader interest and a deeper satisfaction than in those 
mighty monuments of human woe which fill the won- 
drous Valley of the Nile.

of our people is to have gardens, and they cannot well 
escape it in a land of perpetual summer. So it comes 
about that nearly all are forced to buy plants. 

In planning home grounds, one meets a far better class 
of people, our very best. Seldom, indeed, does one find 
among the people one who might not be truly classed 
as among nature's noblemen or noblewomen. Other per- 
sons of means wil! have gardens, comparatively fine ones, 
too, but seldom are they of sufficient extent, so that a 
plan and specifications are imperative; or if large, they 
are meaningless and without beauty, being merely a 
jumble or collection of plants of more or less beauty. 
Those who have home grounds properly planned and 
planted are not confined to any particular class or 
classes as regards possession of this world’s goods, but 
are found among people of all degrees of wealth. If 
often occurs that owners who can efford but a two or 
three-thousand-dollar cottage will pay a hundred dol- 
lars for plan and specifications for the proper use and 
planting of their grounds. The writer has found these 
people, in every walk of life, to be true nature lovers, 
by nature refined; also educated, whether at school] or 
through observation, and study by the light of the 
“midnight oil.” They are always democratic, sometimes 
to a most unusual degree, are generous, amiable and 
slow to anger, are rejoiced to hear an interpretation of 
nature as applied to the home grounds, and are invaria- 
bly looking to comfort rather than appearance or “style” 
in the home surroundings.

A Correction. 


An article has been freely copied by Los Angeles 
and other papers in which it is stated tu. the spe- 
cific name of our red-flowering eucalypt (E. ficifolia) 
means ‘“fig-leaved,”” and is a misnomer. This state- 
ment is wrong—the name means “ficus-leaved,” the 
fig only being one member of the great ficus family. 
Ficus is the botanical name known all the world over 
so that plantsmen of all nations recognize the mean- 
ing of ‘ficus-leaved,” while “fig” is only an English 
word for a part of the family, and not in use except 
where our language is spoken. The ficus family con- 
tains at least 500 species and the leaves of our red- 
flowering eucalypt resemble those of a considerable 
number of species. Were they several times their actual 
size they would not be unlike some of the species 
known locally as rubber trees.

HERE is probably no subject more elastic in its 
7 solution than that dealing with the relative value 
‘ of birds. We read of show-room specimens bring- 
ing what seems excessively high prices, and then 
again we all know of sales in the market-place that are 
correspondingly low. It all depends on what you are 
playing for. A show-room bird possesses the same rela- 
tive values to the fancier and sportsman that fast horses 
do to a Robert Bonner, or choice works of art to a 
Pierpont Morgan. The gratification of one’s love for 
the beautiful and exceptional is the gauge that sets the 
price to the lover of beautiful birds much as it does 
the lover of art in rare and beautiful objects of art. 
So that when you read of a bird bringing $50 or a pen 
$250, just bear in mind that the sum represents what 
the buyer is willing to pay. If he wins heavily with 
the birds, and thereby gains prestige and much public- 
ity, the investment may also prove of commercial value 
—but that is more or less a speculative consideration. 
When it comes to economic values based on commer- 
cial returns, the value of birds for breeding purposes 
is based on much more practical lines. Here the figures 
vary from $3 and up for males, and $2 and up for fe- 
males. Quality cuts some figure, not only as to product 


of view. Birds that have been carefully bred and man- 
aged by their owners, thus breeding reasonably 
to type and color 
values as producers, pdéssess a value peculiar to the 
strain which other specimens of the same breed may 
be shy of, though appearing to the general observer to 
be equally as good.

She has surplus energy. A very fat hen seldom lays 
well; a poor hen cannot lay well. The first part of the 
egg to be formed is the yolk, which contains 30 per 
cent of albumen and 64 per cent. of fat. Food is first 
used to maintain the body. New growth and produc- 
tion generally comes from the surplus after the bodily 
wants have been satisfied. A very fat hen does not lay 
because her condition has become one of debility, and 
because her tissues are weak and flabby. Fowls are 
naturally grain eaters. A large part of their food there- 
fore should be the cereals. Note the wide variation in 
the composition of the various grains, each one of which 
has its own peculiar flavor and valve. Corn is an ex- 
cellent grain. It is perhaps the grain most relished by 
fowls.

UMMER vegetables will soon be out of season. Even 


ther comes. The fresh tomato, however, for cooking, 
will be in favor as late as the frost keeps away. This 
is also a rermminder that a few vines may be preserved 
until later in the season by a light covering if we 
should have an early and destructive frost. Very late 
in the season the growth and maturity of fruit is so 
slow as to make less of a point in favor of late-grown 
fruit. In choice, warm, foothill locations, with sunny 
exposure, conditions are more favorable, especially for 
summer planted roots, which are more vigorous than 
those that have been 
season. This all reminds us that if we are to have a 

continuous supply of vegetables in season, we must | 
keep planting and sowing seed. All of the commoner | 
hardy vegetables will give a good supply for the table , 
if sown at once in rich soil. Onions, turnips, carrots, | 
peas, cabbage and the various salad and pot herbs for 
flavoring will give a good supply for the house during | 
winter and spring and until they begin to run to seed, 
when the spring supply from sowing in early spring will 
furnish the table through all next summer. To grow 
the best, rich soil and plenty of water are essenia) con- | 
ditions, and without them success will be only indif- 

ferent. With these factors an enjoyable meal is always 
at hand. In very favorable locations early potatoes | 
may be still planted for family use, or if near a good | 
market. A good quality of new potatoes may bring

Mouth Breathing—Adenoids—Enlarged Tonsils. 


§ WOMAN correspondent in “Petaluma asks how to 
| Romer mouth breathing in children. This is an 
important subject. Many evils arise from th? unnatu- 
ral practice of breathing through the mouth. 


The North American Indian women always close 
the mouths of their infants when they find them open, 
so that you never find a grown Indian who breathes 
through the mouth. Following is from “What the 
White Race May Learn From the Indian,” by George 
Wharton James. It answers the correspondent's query: 
“The Indian believes absolutely in nasal breathing. 
Again and again | have seen the Indian mother, as soon 
as her child was born, watch it to see if it breathed 
properly. If not, she would at once pinch the child's 
lips together and keep them pinched until the breath 
was taken in and exhaled easily and naturally through 
the nostrils. If this did not answer, I have watched 
her as she took a strip of buckskin and tied it as a 
bandage below the chin and over the crown of the 
head, forcing the jaws together, and then with another 
bandage of buckskin she covered the lips of the little 
one. Thus the habit of nasal breathing was formed 
immediately the child saw the light, and it knew no 
other method.” 

Closely connected with the subject ot mouth breath- 
ing are adenoid growths and enlarged tonsils. 

Much attention is beginning to be devoted to the 
physical imperfections of school children—to imper- 
fect vision, unnatural growths, etc. As to the proposed 
treatment of these affections, that is a question vupen to 
discussion. 

One eastern school superintendent recently declared 
that adenoid growths in the nose and throat were re- 
sponsible for most of the depravity of the boys and 
girls in the public schools. and suggested that we 


should have legislation giving the right to compel the 
removal of adenoids.

Adenoids, or enlarged tonsils, should be treated 
through the general health—diet, air, exercise, bathing, 
They are often due to malnutrition—to 
living largely on starvation foods, such as white flour, 
and sugar, and the absence of the important mineral 


| elements which abound in leaves and fruits. 


OTWITHSTANDING all that has been said against 

it; in spite of strong protests from many citizens, 
and ignoring the advice of the City Health Officer, the 
Los Angeles City Council has made a five years’ con- 
tract for the feeding of hogs on city garbage, a few 
miles south of the city limits. 

That hogs fed in this manner are utterly unfit for 
human food admits of no question. Fiiiy years ago 
the subject was thoroughly investigated by the late Dr. 
J. H. Salisbury at Newark, O., where 1200 hogs were 
being fed oh slops and swill. Dr. Salisbury showed 
conclusively that slop-fed hogs inevitably develop the 
disease known as “hog cholera,” which tis really. chronic 
diarrhoea, or consumption of the bowels. He showed 
that every hog fattened upon sour fermenting food is a 
consumptive hog, and if allowed to continue long 
enough on this diet, would sooner or later die of this 
disease. At first, when hogs are put on fermenting and 
sloppy food, they eat ravenously for a few days. After 
a day or two, they beeome constipated and bloated 
with the carbonic acid gas developed from the fer- 
menting food in the ctomach and bowels. This con- 
stipation continues for oné to three weeks when yeast 
diarrhoea, or consumption of the bowels sets in. The 
ravenous appetite passes away, they eat more daintily, 
and begin to fall off in weight. After the diarrhoea 
sets in, they soon began to die. Paralytic symptoms 
begin to show themselves. There is a gradual weaken- 
labored breathing on exercising even 
moderately, and the tendency to stagger and reel, and 
often a dragging in the hind legs. The immediate causes 


of death are produced by the large amount of acetic acid 
already in the slops, or developed in it in the digestive 
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apparatus after being eaten. 

It may be that care will be taken to see that hogs 
that have died a “natural” death at the city garbage 
dump are not used for food, but those that are dis- 
eased, and at the point of dissolution when killed, are 
no more fit for human food than those which have actu- 
ally died.

It is of vastly more importance to the health of the 
citizens of Los Angeles that they should be protected 
from such filthy food as this, than that they shall be 
forbidden to eat a cheese sandwich in place of a plate 
of beef stew with a glass of beer on a Sunday. 

Those Los Angeles people who value their health will, 
during the next few years, absolutely refrain from using 
hog flesh in any way, shape or form, unless they know 
where and how the animal has been raised. 

John Q. A. Walker of the San Fernando building 
writes to the Care of the Body about a new and im- 
proved method of collecting garbage in closed cans 
from the rear of residences, using sanitary 
garbage receptacles such as are now in general use in 
eastern cities, thus protecting the premises from rats, 
mice, flies, dogs, stray cats, etc. It is said that in St. 
Louis, since the introduction of these sanitary recepta- 
cles, thousands of rats have died of starvation. 

This is all right, so far as it goes, but it does not 
make slops and garbage a wholesome food for the feed- 
ing of animals whose flesh is to be eaten by human 
beings. The mere fact that the stench arising from this 
offal at the present garbage pile in Vernon is so hor- 
ribly foul as to excite almost a riot down there should 
be sufficient to show the danger of feeding upon it anf- 
mals that are intended to be marketed and eaten. 

When a few cases of smallpox break out in a com- 
munity there is a great scare. That, however, is nut 
anything like so dangerous a menace to public health 
as is the promiscuous scattering around in the markets 
and restaurants of the flesh of thousands of sick hogs 
The danger may, of course, be avoided by those who, as 
above suggested, abstain from eating pork in any form, 
unless they know just where it comes from. : 

Oh, yes, hogs are fed on garbage in some other cities. 
Quite so, but that does not make the practice safe or 
wholesome. How many thousands of cases of sickness 
arise from such unsuspected causes as this? A man will 
not drop dead suddenly after eating a “delicious” chop, 
cut from the body of a garbage-fed hog that is fu!! of 
impurities. Perhaps it would be better if they did so 
occasionally, for then the public might be aroused to the 
danger of indulging in such filthy food. 


Charoppin and the Comet. 


HE ‘following article appeared in the Care of the

“Now comes another prophet of evil and tells us that 
the world is likely to be destroyed this winter by a col- 
lision with Halley’s comet. This time it is a Catholic 
clergyman—Rev. Father Charles M. Charoppin, 8.J., of 
St. Louls University—described as ‘one of the greatest 
living astronomers,’ According to the dispatch pub- 
lished in The Times—which came from Las Vegas, N. M.

Father Charoppin writes as follows to The Times 
from the Grand Cafion, Arizona, under date of Octo- 
ber 19: 

“In your edition of October 17, 1909, Page 510, I am 
supposed to have said that Halley’s comet will destroy 
the earth. Now no one but a crazy man could utter such 
an absurdity. 

“I believe in the Bible, and our Lord says: 
angels themselves do not know that day.’ 

“As you are a fair-minded man, [I am sure that you 
would not willingly and knowingly destroy the reputa- 
tion of any one. Please inform your readers that I 
have never said such an absurd thing. 

“The path of Halley’s comet is well known to as- 
tronomers. It can no more strike the earth than Mars 
or the Moon could come in contact with our little 
planet. 

“Halley’s comet will pass much nearer to the planet 
Venus than to the earth. | 

“It may be asked: ‘Is it possible for a comet to strike 
the earth?”
